Washington, D. C., May 16.—The 
Standard Oil company of New Jersey 
and Its nineteen subsidiary corpor¬ 
ations firere declared yesterday by the 
supreme court of the United States 
to be a conspiracy and combination 
4 b - res traint of tra de . It was other- 
wise held to be monopolistnq - Inter¬ 
state commerce In violation of the 
Sherman anti-trust law. The disso¬ 
lution of the combination was ordered 
to take place wlthfp six months. , 

Thus ended the tremendous strugfile 
PH the part of th*- government to jmt 
down, by authority of law. a combina¬ 
tion which It is claimed was a menace 
to the industrial and economic advan¬ 
cement of the entire country. At the 
same tima the court interpreted the | 
Sherman anti-trust law so as to liiph 
Its application to acts of "undue" re¬ 
straint of trade and not "every" re¬ 
straint OfVidi*. 

It was on this point that the only 
discordant note was heard In the court. 
Justice Harlan dissented, claiming that 
cooes already decided by the court 
had determined-—once for all—that 
the words "undue ‘ or "unreasonable” 
or similar words, were not in the 
statute. He declared that the reason¬ 
ing of the court In arriving 
at Its finding was. In effect. 
H gisUfinn. which belonged In every 
instance to congress and not to the 
co u rt s, • .
